I, Okuma Shigenobu, respectfully present herewith the 
subjoined tabulations of the estimated accounts of revenues 
and expenditures for the 12th fiscal year of Meiji, It is my 
opinion that the essential requirements of national finance 
are to balance accounts accurately, and to prepare and ar- 
nee Passer good order, pouanryghie ig ting baum 

keeping. Hence the present tables have 
fully prepared. They show the constitution of the national 
debt and reserve fund, comparatively with ne 
‘items in previous years; and detail the gradatiois o 
inerease and decrease. Some improvements in the mode of 
preparation and in minor mattérs have been adopted. 

I fear, however, that my communication may not meet 
with universal approval, because, in consequence of the 
multitudinous public affairs which have 
_since the restoration, many matters have not been completely 
adjusted, and alterations are still in progress. Even in the 
matter of accounts some difficulty is still experienced in 
checking and auditing the accounts of receipts and disburse- 
ments in the various departments. As, however, the 
country is now in a condition of peace and tranquillity, I 
think the epoch opportune for gradually.establishing the 
system of national ce upon a satisfactory basis. 

Therefore, in submitting the accompanying pages to your 
excellency, I express the sincere hope that henceforward all 
similar documents will be drawn, up in a manner more per- 
fect than that of previous years. I beg, meanwhile, that 
you will bestow upon the’ present paper your catgemed

In order to estimate the actual condition of government 
finance, ordinary and contingent receipts and payments have 
to be taken into consideration. Shonld one desire to 
forecast the future, from the present, monetary condition 
of a country, one should compare the ordinary revenue apd E 
expenditure, and note the increase or decrease of one with 
the other. aoe 
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the newly established system all are taxed according to the | 
average crop of the past five years. The receipts of subse- 
quent years must therefore be the same whether there is 
® plentiful or a sparse harvest. The government do not 
receive more than is equitable, and the people cannot expect 
ft release of the present tax. So the responsibility of saving 
in abundant seasons, and providing for periods of scarcity, 
is assumed by the people themselves, The populace gener- 
ally waste all their profits in good times without taking any 
precaution for the fature. Thus, they become poor and dis- 
tressed as soon as a bad harvest occurs; and there are, con- 
sequently, many incapable of paying their taxes. For this 
reason the government were obliged to establish a system for 
payment of the land tax by instalment, and put the same in 
execution in the 10th year of Meiji. But they have now, by 
that present system, no means of obtaining the necessary 
money to be used as a fund to provide for the aid of the 
try, as the large accumulations of good years have 
discontinued; and so distressed peasants have 
nothing to fall back upon in case of bad harvests, because 
they do not themselves care to provide any resources for 
probable scarcity or famine. The mode of mstalment pay- 
ment ought therefore not to be maintained, because, even if 
agriculturists were unable to make one payment, its amount 
Was carried on asadebt to be defrayed by them in future 
years, together with subsequently accruing taxes. Such peas- 
ants, again, as are careless of making any provision, and who 
can therefore hardly even pay one levy, at the fixed time, would 
be still more helpless if they owed two such amounts at once, 
and would naturally become more and more destitute. 
Calculations may be made for the fature by taking the past 
into consideration; and hence it is estimated that, if the 
above system should be continued for further years, in- 
debtedness from this cause would prevail throughout the 
country. The reasons why the people fall into distress are 
that there exists no scheme to enable them to provide a 
_ reserve for bad years, but only one which makes them pay 
double after calamities have passed; there is no plan to unite 
their forces to meet calamity; but they are left to their 
own devices; and they have had no opportunity yet of 
- jadging of the high importance and advantage of a public or 
union reserve fund. Such a system has therefore been 
matured this year, for the purpose of stimulating the 
establishment of public funds to meet possible calamities. 
By this means, only, the successful relief of distressed piéasants 
could be provided for. In order to encourage the public 
to respect the measure, the government have come to the 
resolution to economize as much as possible their own 
expenditure, so as to be able to give their aid to this fund by 
providing three per cent. of the annual land tax or Yen 1,200,- 
000 yearly. The item ‘fund for the encouragement of in- 
dustries '’ has been abolished, and the new one substituted 
for it in the estimates. 

Parer Mowery 1s Cracunation, Berna a Part or THe 
Nationa, Depr.—Comparison with the statement of last 
year shows at present a decrease of Yen 7,499,217. At the 
time of the late south-western rebellion the government is- 
sued paper money to the amount of Yen 27,000,000. (kept 
for purposes.of exchange), because the regular revenue of 
that year did not cover the extraordinary expense. At the 
same time, however, a plan was framed for the redemption 
of the debt in the course of fifteen years. The. increased 
issue was obligatory as a mftter of policy to meet temporary 
necessities. ° If there should be any surplus in the annual 
income, this debt will of course be redeemed thereby, to the 
full extent possible, without waiting until the expiration of 
the period mentioned, The actual accounts of income and 
expenditure since the 9th year of Meiji have shown a certain 
surplus; and therefore the term of redemption has been 
reduced to eight years. It commenced in the 11th year of 


Meiji. In the 11th fiscal year it- had been diminished by 
Yen 7,166,186 and a new plan for expunging the remaining 
Yen 20,000,000 in the seven following years has been 
established. The above amount applied for reduction was

000 as stated)—there is a further sum of Yen 838,081, 
arising out of the redemption of the paper money issued 
by former Hans, and the paper. money called Kuwan- 
sho satsu, which turn ont less numerous than was formerly. 
imagined. The paper money mentioned in this table shows 
altogether a decrease of Yen 7,499,217 from last year. 
Again, under the heading of national debt, domestic or 
foreign, interest-bearing or not, there is no inerease, but on 
the contrary a diminution. It is a nataral result of the 
changing circumstances of our political and social systems 
that there has heretofore been a constant increase in every 
year’s estimates since the publication first began. This 
fiscal year, however, shows a decrease, the cause of which 
must be ascribed to a gradual settling down into new grooves, 
and the consequent check imposed upon the necessity for 
change which so unavoidably augmented the national 
indebtedness. At the same time it has been possible to 
put in operation the plan on which the debt has to be 
redeemed. 7

EXPENDITURE. 


The estimated expenditures for the present fiscal year are 
Yen 55,651,879.804. 3 
The actual excess above last year amounts to Yen 2,875,- 

452.936 ; and now the causes of this are explained. 

Domestic Depr.—As has been previously decided, it is 
to be made a special object to repay the whole of the debt — 
in the course of twenty-eight years, commencing from the 
eleventh fiscal year. Therefore the proper amount has been 
provided for the present twelve months. 

Axnurrms ror Mertroriovs Services.—Members of the 
army, navy and police who actually served during the war, 
and specially distinguished themselves, have been provided 
for after due inquiry made. 

Rewarps ror Service Against tue Sovrnern Reset- 
t10on.—The claims of those who showed special merit, and 
of the families of those who fell in the strife, have been 
adjusted ; and recompenses have been awarded. _ 

Dar Jo Kuwax.—Under this heading, though there has 
been a decrease of the shi-sen-rio (money granted to officials 
on holidays, etc.), the expense for entertainment of forei 
guests has been increased. According to notification N 
56, issued in the llth year of Meiji, the shi-sen-rio has

Home Desrarrment.—An increase is apparent in the 
estimates for this department, caused by the appropria- 
tion of the sum of Yen 58,000 annually for twelve years 
for surveying expenses, and from the circumstance that 
Yen 299,000: has been appropriated for the mail service 
‘bureau, which formerly appeared under the head ‘of post 
office, but has now been transferred to the home department 
in consequence of inconvenience experienced by the postal 
authorities in making out the accounts. A decrease has, 
however, taken. place by the transfer to the finance de 
ment of the Kuwan Sho Kiyo Ko, the contemplated expendi- 
ture for which is set down at Yen 65,172.720, and on 
the disbursements for the silk worm cartons’ office, amount- 
ing to the further sum of Yen 8,971. he 

Finance Derpartment.—Under: this head an inerease of 
Yen 65,172.720 oceurs for the expense of the Shomu Kiyoku 
(a newly established office whose duties were formerly dis- 
charged by the home department), and a further sum of Yen 
259,515 for the office (lately founded) specially devoted to 
pagel the collection of the taxes. At the same time it 
will be observed that the ordinary general expenditure of 
the department is considerably reduced. : 

Tue Warn Department shows an increase of Yen 
880,000, being the estimated cost of the Sambon Honbu 
(general staff office), and Yen 560,000 for the establishment 
of the Kangun Hombu (military bureau of inspection), aud

This item appeared last year under the head of “ aid to 
industry '’ and shows an increase in the estimated ex- 
penditure over that of last year, which is attributable to the 
expenses for mines, railways, ‘telegraphs and factories, 
which are to @ certain extent connected with the public 
works department, the expenses of the mint, which may be 
considered as belonging to the finance department, and the 
cost of ship-building, which might be supposed to belong to 
the navy branch, being included in this section. These 
different works are either beitig established or encouraged 
by this department. The contemplated expenditure of the 
other offices named has decreased in a corresponding 
ratio. Formerly the different items under the present 
heading were all included in one total. This year, however, 
a better system has been adopted; and the several items 
have been particularized. 

Potice Bureav.—The iverease in this branch, amounting 
to Yen 11,809.850, is caused by the establishment of the 
Shinjikan (prisons) at Kosuge. 

Miscetuanrovus Expenprrvre.—aA considerable increase is 
observable under this heading, amounting in all to Yen 
1,200,000. In this sum, however, are included the subsidy 
to the famine relief fund: the expense of taking part in the 
Sydney exhibition: the necessary curient expenses for the 
Industrial exhibition of 1881: the erection of barracks at 
Kanazawa, and the compensation for the Hokkaido mili 
force, which emigrated in the 9th year of Meiji and lost a 
» year’s earnings through being sent south during the late 
insurrection. It will, however, be observed that all ex- 
penses for the imperial progress are omitted, while govern- 
ment loans to private persons and the repair of prisons 
have decreased. In the mixed payments of this item an 
increase is occasioned by provision being made for the 
traveling expenses of officers belonging to the police bureau : 
for the repair of the outer walls of Koji: disbursements 
incurred in effecting land tax reform, and erecting a kakke 
hospital in the Tokio Fu. The expenses of the Hiroshima 
mine have diminished. |

There are some items of expenditure which are less 
than those given in the estimates of last year. These are 
separately mentioned below. 

The amount estimated as necessary for the redemption 
of the foreign debt is based on the scheme decided upon 
previously. | 

In the item of the imperial family and relatives, the 
death of the prince imperial, Take-no-miya, caused a de- 
crease of Yen 11,800, while the disbursements for the so- 
called shi-sen-rio (gratification to officers on public holidays) 
were transferred to this item from the household depart- 
ment’s appropriation and added to the above, and the cost 
of maintaining Ouchi (the Mikado's residence at Kioto) was 
similarly treated, 

In the charge of pensions to soldiers of the former imperial 
guard and garrisons, a decrease occurs, because the period 
fur paying pensions or allowances to soldiers enlisting during 
the Satsuma rebellion, had already terminated in the 5th

Average crop of the past five years. The receipts of subse- 
quent years must therefore be the same whether there is 


& plentiful or a sparse harvest. The government do not 


receive more than is equitable, and the people cannot expect 
a release of the present tax. So the responsibility of saving 
in abundant seasons, and providing for periods of searcity, 
is assumed by the people themselves. The populace gener- 
ally waste all their profits in good times without taking any 
precaution for the future. Thus, they become poor and dis- 
tressed as soon as a bad harvest occurs ; and there are, con- 
sequently, many incapable of paying their taxes. For this 
reason the government were obliged to establish a system for 
payment of the land tax by instalment, and put the same in 
execution in the 10th year of Meiji. But they have now, by 
that present system, no means of obtaining the necessary 
money to be used as a fund to provide for the aid of the 
peasantry, as the large accumulations of good years have 
been discontinued; and so distressed peasants have 
nothing to fall back upon in case of bad harvests, because 
they do not themselves care to provide any resources for 
probable scarcity or famine, The mode of instalment pay- 
ment ought therefore not to be maintained, because, even if 
agriculturists were unable to make one payment, its amount 
was carried on asa debt to be defrayed by them in future 
years, together with subsequently accruing taxes.‘ Such peas- 
ants, again, as are careless of making any provision, and who 
can therefore hardly even pay one levy, at the fixed time, would 
- be still more helpless if they Owed two such amounts at once, 
and would naturally become more and more destitute. 
Calculations may be made for the future by taking the past 
into consideration; and hence it is estimated that, if the 
above system should be continued for further years, in- 
debtedness from this cause would prevail throughout the 
country. The reasons why the people fall into distress are 
that there exists no scheme to enable them to provide a 
reserve for bad years, but only one which makes them pay 
double after calamities have passed; there is no plan to unite 
their forees to meet calamity; but they are left to their 
own devices; and they have had no opportunity yet of 
judging of the high importance and advantage of a public or 
union reserve fund. Such a system has therefore been 
matured this year, for the purpose of stimulating the 
establishment of public funds to meet possible calamities. 
By this means, only, the successful relief of distressed peasants 
could be provided for. In order to encourage the public 
to respect the measure, the government have come to the 
resolution to economize as much as possible their own 
expenditure, so as to be able to give their aid to this fand by 
providing three per cent. of the annual land tax or Yen 1,200,- 
000 yearly. item * fund for the encouragement of in- 
dustries "’ has been abolished, and the new one substituted 
for it in the estimates. 

Paren Money 1x Crrcucation, Bere a Parr or THE 
Nationa. Dept.——Comparison with the statement of last 
year shows at present a decrease of Yen 7,499,217. At the 
time of the late south-western rebellion the government is- 
sued paper money to the amount of Yen 27,000,000 (kept 
for purposes of exchange), because the regular revenue of 
that year did not cover the extraordinary expense. At the 
same time, however, a plan was framed for the redemption 
of the debt in the course of fifteen years. The increased 
issue was obligatory as a matter of Salles to meet temporary 
necessities. If should be any surplus in the annual 
income, this debt will of course be redeemed thereby, to the 
full extent possible, without waiting until the expiration of 
the period mentioned. The actual accounts of income and 
expenditure since the 9th year of Meiji have shown a certain

Besides the above reduction,—({more than Yen 7,000,- 
000 as stated)—there is a further sum of Yen 888,081, 
arising out of the redemption of the paper money ivsned 
by former Hans, and the paper money called Kuwan- 
sho satsu, which turn out less numerous than was formerly 
imagined. The paper money mentioned in this table shows 
altogether a decrease of Yen 7,499,217 from last 
Again, under the heading of national debt, 
foreign, interest-bearing or not, there is no inerease, but on 
the contrary a diminution. It is o natural result of the 
changing circumstances of our political and social systems 
that there has heretofore been a constant increase in every 
year's estimates since the publication first began. This 
fiscal year, however, shows a deerease, the canse of which 
must be ascribed to a gradual settling down into new —— 
and the consequent check imposed the necessit 
change which * so unavoidably caged the astlocnl 
indebtedness.

HE COLONIZATION Dapanruuer has an increase in some 
of the items which are not derivable from taxes; but on the 
other hand there has been a decrease in the taxes on 
products. 

Tue Estastisument or lxpustrrizs on Pustic Works. — 
This item appeared last year under the head of “aid to 
industry" and shows an increase in the estimated ex- 
penditure over that of last year, which is attributable to the 
expenses for mines, railways, telegraphs and factories, 
which are to a certain extent connected with the public 
works department, the expenses of the mint, which may be 
considered as belonging to the finance department, and the 
cost of ship-building, which might be supposed to belong to 
the navy branch, being included in this section. These 
different works are either being established or encouraged 
by this department. The contemplated expenditure of the 
other offices named has decreased in a corresponding 
ratio. dosage the different items under the present 
heading were all included in one total. This year, however, 
a better system has been adopted; and the several items 
have been particularized. 

Potice Bureav,—The increase in this branch, amounting 
to Yen 11,809.850, is caused by the establishment of the 
Shinjikan (prisons) at Kosuge. 

Misce.Lanzous Expenprrurg.—-A considerable increase is 
observable under this heading, amounting in all to Yen 
1,200,000. In this sum, however, are included the subsidy 
to the famine relief fund: the expense of taking part in the 
Sydney exhibition: the necessary current expenses for the 
Industrial exhibition of 1881: the erection of barracks at 
Kanazawa, and the compensation for the Hokkaido military 
foree, which emigrated in the 9th year of Meiji and lost a 
year's earnings through being sent south during the late 
insurrection. It will, however, be observed that all ex- 
penses for the imperial progress are omitted, while govern- 
ment loans to private persons and the repair of prisons 
have decreased. In the mixed payments of this item an 
increase is occasioned by provision being made for the 
traveling expenses of officers belonging to the police bureau : 
for the repair of the outer walls of Koji: disbursements 
incurred in effecting land tax reform, and erecting a kakke 
hospital in the Tokio Fu. The expenses of the Hiroshima 
mine have diminished. 

THE TOTAL INCREASED EXPENDITURE is estimated to amount 
to Yen 8,757,650.056. 

There are some items of expenditure which are less 
than those given in the estimates of last year. These are 
separately mentioned below. 

The amount estimated as for the redemption 
of the foreign debt is based on the scheme decided upon 
previously.

QUARANTINE REGULATIONS. 


ESTABLISHED BY 


nS IMPERIAL JAPANESE MAJESTY’S GOVERNMENT,

(Revised 21 July, 1879.) 
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ARTICLE I. 


The Government of Japan having declared a eiican tte: for the> 
purpose of preventing the spread of Cholera, the following Regulations are 
hereby declared applicable to the Open Ports, and the same shall be ob- - 

served and enforced until further Notification. 


“ARTICLE IL. 


A “Local Board of Health” will be organized at such of the open 
ports as the Central Board of Health shall determine upon, consisting of — 
Government officers, properly educated and qualified Japanese or foreign 
medical men, a chemist, and a suitable staff of assistants.. The number of 
members will be regulated in each instance by the amount of shipping at the 
port: but in all cases will be sufficient to insure the speedy disposal of all 
matters of quarantine. 


_» All such Local Boards will be under the Control of the Central 
. Board of Health. 


ARTICLE IIL. 
The Government will appoint a quarantine anchorage at each of the 
open ports under quarantine Regulations, and will provide a hospital for

Cholera patients, a separate- hospital for the reception of doubtful cases, a 


place for the disposal of the dead, properly fitted buildings for disinfection, — 


and quarters comprising all necessary accommodation for persons under 
surveillance. 


ARTICLE IV. 


A Guard-Ship, displaying a quarantine signal will be stationed near 
the entrance to each port under quarantine Regulations, where every vessel, 
before entering the harbour, will be detained for inspection by at least two 
members of the Local Board, one of whom must be a medical officer. The 
Commanding Officer, Surgeon, if any, and any person on board shall 
answer all inquiries of the quarantine officers; and a written declaration 
shall be filled up and signed in the prescribed manner and form, 

The Commanding Officer shall also, if required, open every portion 
of his vessel to inspection ; the cargo-holds shall however only be subject to 
inspection when they have been occupied by passengers or crew Garmg the 
voyage, or otherwise directly exposed to infection. 

The quarantine officers shall be allowed to examine the ship’s ican 
and to compare the crew and passenger lists with the persons on board. ~ 


ARTICLE YV, 


If the Commanding Officer of any vessel arriving from an uninfected 
and unsuspected port shall have satisfied the quarantine officers, by his 
written declaration and otherwise, that his vessel has had no direct com- 
munication with any infected or suspected port or vessel aud that no cases 
of undoubted or suspected Cholera have occurred on board during the 
voyage, the vessel shall be allowed to enter the port at once. In the case 
of a vessel of war, a written declaration to the above effect, signed by the 
Commanding Officer and Surgeon, shall always be held sufficient, and the 
vessel shall be allowed to enter the port without inspection; but in the 


absence of such declaration, the vessel shall be subject to the rules of the — 


quarantine. 


ARTICLE VI a 


Qn the arrival of any vessel, which either at the commencement 


or during the course of its voyage has had any direct communication with

persons on board shall be detained until the completion of a period of seven 
days, counting from the date of such exposure to infection, except in spe- 
cial cases in which the Local Board may consider it safe to shorten the 
term. Should the above period have expired on or before the arrival of the 
vessel, the passengers shall be at liberty to land immediately upon the 
completion of the necessary disinfection. 


: The cargo, unless consisting of rags, old clothes, bedding or other 
articles considered specially dangerous by the Quarantine Officers, shall 
not be subject to disinfection; but disinfection of other articles shall be 
performed or omitted at the discretion of the Quarantine Officers, and dis- 
infected articles may be landed as soon as the process is completed. Cargo 
and other articles unless disinfected shall not be landed until the — 
of the period of detention. 


_ Should any case of confirmed or suspected Cholera appear in a ves- 


sel during detention, such vessel and all persons and things on board 
the same shall be subject to the provisions of articles VIII. and IX. 


ARTICLE VIL. 


Any vessel of war arriving from an infected or suspected port shall 
be allowed to enter at once, provided the Commanding Officer and Surgeon 
shall furnish a written declaration that no person on board has landed at 
such port or has been otherwise exposed to infection within the period of 
seven days preceding the arrival of the vessel, and that no case of confirmed 
or suspected Cholera has appeared ou board during the voyage. 


_. In the absence of such declaration the vessel ‘will be required to sub- 
mit to the quarantine regulations. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Any vessel on board of which suspected or confirmed Cholera has 


appeared shall on arrival remove to an anchorage indicated by the Quaran- 
tine Officers, and shall be liable to detention for a period of seven days 
counting from the date at which the necessary disinfection is completed. 

If before the arrival of the vessel, the disease shall have dis- 
appeared, and disinfection have been subsequently performed in a manner 


satisfactory to the Quarantine Officers, the period of detention may be 
_ shortened so far as ™ Local Board — deem advisable. 
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On the other-hand, in the event of the appearance of Cholera upon 


a vessel in Quarantine after the disinfection has been performed, the disin- 
fection shall be repeated so far as may be considered necessary ‘by the Offi- 
cers of the Local Board, and the vessel shall be detained for three days from 
the time of completion of such disinfection or until the end of the period of 
detention at first prescribed, should the time unexpired exceed three days.

ARTICLE IX, 


On the arrival of any such vessel as in the last preceding clause | 


mentioned, any patient still suffering from the disease shall if his condition 
admits be removed to the quarantine hospital; and, should death have 
resulted in any case, the body, if not already disposed of, shall either be 
burned at a place prepared for that purpose, or, at the request of the 
persons interested, buried after thorough disinfection. 


After the removal from the vessel of such patients or dead bodies, 
the bedding, clothes and other articles and any part of the vessel which has 
been exposed to the infection shall be thoroughly disinfected in the manner

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THE PEOPLES FETE TO THE MIKADO.

Old Yedo never saw such a display as was witnessed on Mon- 
day last when Tokio, the capital of the restoration, rather fa- 


mous of late for its public entertainments, eclipsed itself by the | 


magnificence of its féte tothe Mikado. In no other country 
could such a characteristic assemblage have been witnessed ; 
such a quiet popular gathering, such a multitude without 
tumult or rowdyism, such taste in its accessories and such 
cordial hospitality in its reception of guests. This popular féte 


to the Mikado had been for some time projected by the citizens | 


of Tokio, who were anxious that their Emperor should receive 
from the people of his capital the same display of loyalty 
which—so far—had principally been confined to the provinces 
through which, from time to time, he had made a royal progress. 
For a short time a doubt existed as to whether the proposed 
entertainment would be accepted or not, and the native papers 
have been full of paragraphs upon the anticipated disappoint- 
ment of their hopes. But the invitation was finally accepted, 
the féte has passed, and the impression left on the mind of 
everyone who witnessed it must have been one of unalloyed 
satisfaction. The créme de la créme of a public festival consists 
in the crowd who witness it ; 
children, surging to the barriers to get a glimpse of the passing 
show, and in the grand sight of the millions who expect nothing 
but a momentary view of a pageant in which they are but 
spectators. And this was more than realized on Monday. For 
upwards of three miles a dense population crowded the streets 
of the capital to witness the passing guests, whilst in the Park 
of Uyeno a great ocean of people flooded the grounds and gave 
the finishing touch to the picture,—that deep background with- 
out which the picture itself would have been but a minature. 
From the Railway Station at Tokio to the entrance of the 
Uyeno Park, crowds of quiet citizens lined the streets ; one con- 


tinuous line of red and white lanterns, suspended on battens, 


marked the roadway ; and three compact, well built triumphal 
arches gave a special mark of interest to those portions of the 
old Tokaido. ‘hese arches deserve special notice ; they were 
well shaped, closely covered with evergreens, and the middle 
one (near the Nihon Bashi), with a red bridge forming its arch 
and two figures looking down on the passing crowd, was par- 
ticularly elegant. At Uyeno long pavilions had been erected, 
forming three sides of a square, in which-accommodation was 
found for all the guests, who must have numbered several 
thousands. In the centre of the principal pavilion was the 
place set apart for the Mikado, who arrived on the ground 
shortly after half past three in the afternoon, escorted by a 
troop of lancers and accompanied by the representatives of 


| Tokio who had met him at the Park entrance. The presenta- 


tion to His Majesty of old people of Tokio, over eighty years 
of age, was then made ; some addrésses were read and replied 
to, and at about half past four the games commenced which 
were to form the principal attraction of the féte,—General

Most struck all in succession, 
and the last rider won well earned applause by brandishing 
his arrow in his hand until the target seemed to have 
been passed, when suddenly its very centre was found to have 
been pierced! This able archer was Mr. Kasiyo, a prince of 
Chikugo and a former Governor of Kanagawa. The Horo and 
Kinu Biki was an interesting display of Japanese horsemanship, 
in which four riders showed off the paces of their ponies, and | to 
the peculiar action which was such a favorite performance 
before western ideas came into the country. One black pony, 
belonging to Mr. Matsugata, was especially effective and a very 
showy animal. The last performance was the /nu-o-mono in 
which twenty-four horsemen took part.

In July 1877 the Satsuma

with—and the benefit to the 
public, foreign and native, of 
possessing means of rapid com- 
munication has been thoroughly 
exemplified. | 
The Telegraphic Congress in 
London being fixed in June 
1878 I was ordered to proceed 
thither as the delegate from 
Japan, and I had set out on 
the journey accordingly, when 
the news was received of a 
postponement until 1879 having. 
been decided upon. Although 
therefore the Conferenec has 
not’ yet taken place, the fact 
of our Governmet. having de- 
cided to send a representative 
is illustrative of the sure and 
rapid growth of Western Ci- 
vilization in this Country. |

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REGULATIONS FOR RECEIVING 
BULLION FOB (COINAGE. 


Art. 1. Bullion imported into the Branch Office of the Mint 
will at once be received by the Superintendent of the Office after 
weighing it accurately in the presence of the importer (or his 
representative) and determining its fineness by premelting and 
assaying; and coin (gold coins for gold and trade silver yen for silver) 
will be given in exchange within the periods mentioned in Art. 6. 
deducting the charges mentioned in Art. 4 out of the actual value 
of the bullion. 
All charges with the exception of those for boca wit be 
received in gyrrency. 
Note. ‘The loss of metal incurred in this’ process of yeitiltaing 
~ fmust be borne by the importer. 


Art. 2. Bullion will only be received in the following quantities— _ 
Gold, 50 ounces and upwards; silver, 500 ounces and upwards; — 

gold or silver-impure bullion, old coins, and gold and silver alloys, : 

of 200 yen in value and upwards. 


Art. 3. Bullion will be received daily from 9 a. m. to 12 noon, 

with the exception of the following days:—— 
Sundays, Annual and casual holidays, From 1st to 8rd j january,
